LONDON, Saturday, Aug. 10.—At 
5:15 this morning [12:15 New York 
daylight time] the Graf Zeppelin had 
|not appeared over London, though 
it had been announced she was 
headed for this metropolis. 

Just four hours ago, at 1:15, the 
airship was plodding up the Channel 
'in fair weather some distance to the 
south of the Devon coast, about 220 
miles as the crow flies from London. 
If Dr. Eckener had intended visiting 
London, he should have been here 
an hour ago, flying normally at sev- 
enty miles an hour. 

It is assumed he is heading direct 
for Friedrichshafen and should land 
| there before noon.

An airplane passenger was killed 
and the plane pilot was critically in- 
jured last night when an airplane 
fell into a spin at a low altitude and 
plunged five feet deep into marshy 
ground two miles south of Newark 
Metropolitan Airport. The dead man 
was William De Roberts, 26 years old, 
of 78 Crawford Street, South Orange, 
a taxicab driver employed by the 
Yellow Cab Company of Newark. 
Luther B. McMillan of 40 Stuyvesant 
Avenue, Larchmont, N. Y., pilot and 
owner of the plane, was so severely 
injured that he is unlikely to live 
through the night. 

The force of the plunge thrust both 
McMillan and De Roberts out of the 
|small monocoupé _ cockpit 
through the upper wing fabric. Both 
were so entangled that there was 
considerable delay in extricating 


them, as it was necessary to send to | 


the airport for tools with which to 
hack away the wings. 

The marshy condition of the 
ground in which the nose of the 
plane was buried made it impossible 
for automobiles to approach within 
| 1,000 feet of the wreckage, and lit-

After seven days’ delay on account 
of bad weather, we left Lympne 
airdrome at dawn a week ago. The 
weather was none too promising, but | 
we hoped it would improve as we| 


flew southward. 

Our flight over Europe was un- 
eventful. We passed over beautiful | 
country but it was cloudy. 

Eleven hours and thirty minutes | 
after leaving England we had our 
first sight of the East, when we 
landed at Sofia. Our airplane was 
safely docked for the night and I 
enjoyed a meal and a bed. 

From Sofia to Aleppo, 997 miles, 
was covered in 9% hours. For a 
considerable distance we followed the 
course of the Maritza. Before reach- 
ing Constantinople we ‘passed for 
miles over low-iying clouds. 

Beneath the piane stretched miles 
and miles of what looked like fields 
covered with snow, while above was 
clear, blue sky, and an entrancingly

spectators, it was unimpressive. 

To comply with the ban on military 
marches imposed by the _ Socialist 
Mayor of Vienna, Dr. Karl Seitz, 
only fifty guards wore the Heimwehr 
uniform. Great indignation was 
aroused when speakers revealed that 
the Socialist authorities had refused 
to allow the Heimwehr the use of 
electric current to operate loud-speak- 
ers erected at various points in the 
palace ,grounds. There were many 
shouts of ‘‘Let’s burn the town hall!” | 
and ‘‘Let’s demolish the municipal 
buildings!"’ but no attempt was 
made to penetrate the strong police | 
cordon. . 

The two Heimwehr generalissimos, | 
Drs, Pfrimer and Steidle, addressed

Pabst, organizer of the Kapp putsch 
in Germany and now chief of staff to 
the Austrian Heimwehr, also was 
present. But the loudest cheers were |

Bitter cries were heard as the carts 


appeared and the coffins loaded, the 
burial party being urged to greater 
speed by the militia.

still mounting guard over the ceme- 
tery.

More troops have been drafted and 
they now patrol a wide area, which 
is strongly garrisoned at many 
points. 

Details of soldiers are still search- 
ing the woods for bodies, as many 
who were severely wounded fled into 
the forests in a panic after the shoot- 
ings. 

No further bodies had been found 
at a late hour but twenty-five work- 
men are still missing from their 
homes. 

Though calm outwardly, the temper 
of the men in the district is said to 
be most dangerous. 


Arrests continue to be made and 
troop trains are still rolling in.

The Social Democrats have issued 
a statement in which they declare 
the workmen were misled by Com- 
munist agitators but the blame is 
largely put on the mining directorate 
which, it is charged, treated the 
workers brutally. .

ETAILS of a memorable battle as reported by 
an eyewitness: 

‘Sir—Your recent paragraph regarding the one 
game that really excited Connie Mack brings to my 
mind this baseball classic, perhaps the greatest ball 
game ever played. You were in error as to the score; 
it was 9—9, seventeen innings, called on account of 
darkness. Ten years after the game the writer met 
Hughey Jennings and mentioned this game, and Jen- 
nings stated that it was the most exciting game he 
head ever seen. He, of course, was managing the Ti- 
gers when they played that famous game against the 
Athletics. 

‘When Wild Bill Donovan was killed in a railroad 
accident, I noticed that some of the papers published 
the box score of that game as the high spot in Dono- 
van's basebail career. Donovan pitehed the entire 
game for Detroit. 

“It was in 1907, and Detroit and the Athletics started, 
to play a double-header in Philadelphia. The game 
started at 2 o'clock, with Donoyan pitching against 
Dygert. The Athletics batted Bill hard in the early 
innings and soon had a big lead, something like 7 to 
1 along about the fifth inning. 


Come On, You Ty! 


“T can see Jennings now, never giving up, picking 
grass around the third-base coaching box and yelling 
his famous ‘Come on, Sam!’ ‘Come on, you Ty!’—and 
what a couple of sweet ‘hitters they were, Crawford 
and Cobb! The Tigers started to pick up a few runs, 
knocked Dygert out ‘of the box, and when the ninth 
inning came around the score was 8 to 6 against them. 

“All the Detroit players were standing outside their 


dugout, excited and eager, as Sam Crawford opened 


the ninth. The great Rube Waddell was then doing 
the pitching for Philadelphia, Sam singled sharply 
to right. 


“Then followed the most dramatic moment I ever 
saw on a ball field, and I have seen many baseball 
battles, including world’s series. A slim young fellow 

only 20 then—stood swinging three bats, with the 
whole Detroit team either slapping him on the back 
or urging him on. I have never seen more determina- 
tion shown by anybody than his features showed as 
he threw away two of the bats, tightened his cap and 
faced the mighty Waddell. And I'll wager Ty Cobb’s 
greatest thrill was when he lifted that gigantic homer 
over the right-field wall to tie the score. 

‘‘No wonder Connie Mack fell among the bats. Ger- 
many Schaefer cakewalked behind Ty as he circled 
the bases, and a touch of comedy was added as Ty 
did his famous slide into the home plate, followed by 
Schaefer, whose run, of course, was entirely unofficial. 


Extra Innings. 


“Eddie Plank went in for the A’s. Detroit got one 
in the eleventh, and when the A's tied it in their half 
the crowd went wild. In one of the later innings Davis 
or Murphy hit a long fly to Crawford in centre. There 
Was an overflow crowd, with ropes stretched in the 
Policemen stood in front of these ropes to 
handle the crowd. As Crawford backed against the 
ropes to make the catch—and he made it—one of the 
excited cops knocked the ball out of the great out- 
hands.

Said Germany in 
stentorian tones: ; 

“Mr. Schaefer batting for Mr. So-and-so. Mr. 
Schaefer will now single to left.’’ And he did, which 
made it all the funnier.

He started 
work as an errand boy in a butcher 
shop, later becoming a hote! beil 
boy and a manager of prizefighters. 
He also drew for his humorous ma- 
terial on his experience as a soda. 
meene dispenser in a Broadway drug 
store, 

His first training as a writer came 
from reporting on various Eastern 
newspapers, including The Brooklyn 
Eagle, New York American, New 
York Mail and The New York Sun. 
He is said to have failed as a re- 
write man for The Mail, announcing 
later: “I can write, but I can’t re- 
write.” He wrote nearly 400 stories 
and articles for magazines and 
scenarias for 125 motion pictures. He 
also was the author of the comic 
““strips,”’ “‘Samson and Delia’ and 
“Switchboard Sally."’ 


HEINRICH ZILLE DIES: 
GERMAN CARTOONIST 


He Was Discharged as Photo-En- 
graver at 50 and Found Late 
Success in Caricatares. 


BERLIN Aug. 9 (4).—The cele- 
brated German cartoonist Heinrich 
Zille died today from a stroke of 
apoplexy. He was 71 years old. 

Zille was 50 years old when he 
was discharged from his job as a 
photo-engraver, a trade he had fol- 
lowed since boyhood. At first he 
tried to support his family by selling 
drawings and etchings he had made 
in his leisure hours, When he failed 
in this he turned to drawing car- 
toons of lower-class life and found 
immediate success.

leggers are there in the business?” 

These questions cannot be answered 
exactly, but we know that bootleg- 
ging is certainly not one of our “‘in- 
fant industries’ in need of care and 
protection, 
but that protection is from the law 
and not from “low wage foreign 
competition."’

political pull, or in the end oppor- 
tunity to plead guilty and be ‘‘re- 
warded"’ with a fine of only a few 
hundred dollars or a term of only 
three or six months in jail, explains 
why the forces of lawlessness never 
lack for recruits.

When the dozens of 
little bootleggers see their ‘‘king’’ go 
to prison, in spite of the protection 
of political leaders and of a swarm 
of high-priced criminal lawyers 
versed in every technical defense, 
the small crooks are frightened and 
either cease operations or seek other 
fields less dangerous. Furthermore 
the public is aroused to desire and 
back clean government 

It was the skill, ability, courage 
and bulldog tenacity of the United 
States Attorney in Kansas City, Ros- 
coe Patterson, which brought the 
important De Mayo case to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. The skill and re- 
sourcefulness of the agents who in- 
vestigated the case and furnished 
evidence for the indictment would 
have been valueless without the ser- 
vices of a prosecutor determined to 
put guilty men behind prison bars 
no matter how often it might be 
necessary to try the case to expose 
jury tampering. 

Prohibition can be enforced in the 
big cities if we can find more men 
of the type of Senator Patterson of 
Kansas City.

Belligerent Rum-Runners There 
Will Meet With Plenty of Resis- 


tance, Dry Chief Declares.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—A banon 
the use of rifles, except in sparsely 
settled sections where they may be 
required for long-distance opera- 
tions, is contemplated by Prohibition 
Commissioner Doran as a safety 
move. He also intends to take steps 
looking toward greater protection for 
prohibition operatives. 

While a general order is not con- 


templated, the prohibition commis- 
sioner intends to warn the dry law 
administrators that, except in iso- 


lated mountain districts or little-pop- 


ulated flat country, rifles must be 
abandoned as a weapon of enforce- 
ment and pistols used exclusively. 
‘There appears to be no necessity 
for prohibition agents to carry rifles 
when working in settled commu- 
nities,”’ Dr. Doran said. ‘The rifle 
is essentially an offensive weapon, 
and the prohibition service does not 


bear arms for offensive purposes. In 
these communities pistols must be 
used exclusively, since agents are 
armed for purposes of defense of 


their own lives. 

‘*However, in mountain country or 
on the little-settled plains where 
long-range defense of an agent's life 
may be necessary, rifles will be per- 
mitted. Frequently in mountain 
moonshine raids officers are sniped 
at over ranges of 300 yards or more. 
The same probability would be true 
of the open plains.’’ 


Follows Killing of Texan. 


This statement followed the killing 
of Tom Chandler of Poteet, Texas, 
by Charles Stevens, a Federal dry 
agent. The report stated that the 
killing was accidental. The use of 
rifles in settled communities, the pro- 
hibition commissioner said, tends fo 
endanger more lives than in sparsely 
settled sections. He added that no 
prohibition agent is armed with a 
machine gun or automatic rifle 


The killing of Richard J. Said- 
lands, a dry agent attached to the 
Customs Service at Detroit, prompt- 


ed the statement by Dr. Doran that 
the Treasury will take additional 
precautions in the future to protect 
its operatives. 

Some evidence has come to the at- 
tention of the Federal authorities 
that bootleggers and rum-runners, 
especially in the Detroit section of 
the Canadian border, have adopted a 
more belligerent attitude toward pro- 
hibition agents. 

‘The government,” said the com- 
missioner, ‘‘must meet these at- 
tempts at violence and intimidation 
with plenty of resistance. We are 
not going to be bluffed. More men 
will be provided in the Detroit dis- 
trict if necessary, and they will be 
fully armed to meet the moves of 
the bootleggers.”’

Yacht Owner Pays $30,000. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 (#).—Assis- 
tant Secretary of the Treasury Sey- 
mour Lowman announced today that 
civil charges against Burt A. Massee, 
of Chicago, owner of the yacht 
Margo, seized at Detroit July 27 by 
customs officers, who reported they 
found liquor aboard, have been 
dropped by the government upon 
payment of $30,000 by Massee.

It is the expectation 
that the lowering of the buying rate 
for bills by the Reserve Bank—and 
the subsequent refilling of its bill 
yportfolio—will have the effect of eas- 
ing commercial money and that at 
the same time the higher discount 
rate will discourage member banks 
from employing the expedient of dis- 
count to obtain funds to be reloaned 
in the call market. Whether this 
move will actually bring about the 
desired results, or not, remains to 
be established by developments in 
the money market during the next 
month or so. At best, it is an experi- 
ment and without precedent, for 
never hefore has the rediscount rate 
been advanced simultaneously with a 
reduction in the bill-buying rate. 

The situation is a complex one, 
with many awkward ramifications. 
Not the least of these is the fact that 
sterling is below the gold point and 
that metal will naturally flow to this 
country on further recessions, and 
further, that there inequality 
of one-half of 1 per cent between the 
Pank of England rediscount rate and 
that of the New York Reserve Bank. 
Under these corditions it was quite 
natural that foreign markets should 
have been affected by the drastic 
step, even though in more moderate 
degree than our own. 

What appears most necessary at 
the moment, and probably the con- 
sideration uppermost in the minds 
of members of the Federal Reserve 
Board, was that the business and 
egricultural sections of the country 
should be provided with ample credit 
this Autumn for harvesting and 
moving the crops and for the normal 
Fall needs without paying a penalty 
rate for the accommodation. The) 
stock market has obviously paid no} 
attention to warnings that it was 
using too great a percentage of the 
available supplies, especially 
in consideration of the increasing 
interior demands. In some respects, 
at the situation is similar to 
that of 1920, when it required a sharp 
stiffening of the discount rate to 
stop an alarming increase in brokers’ 
loans At the same time, the fact 
is to be taken into consideration that 
all barometric indices point fair, that 
business is moving at a rapid pace 
and that corporate earnings as a 
whole are about 23 per cent over 
those of a year ago. Under such 
conditions, such a state of demorali- 
zation as developed yesterday in the 
stock markets of the country is not 
likely to last long.

HAS SCIENTIFIC DEST PLAN. 


Schenectady Budget 
Eliminates Haphazard Elements. 


The city of Schenectady, N. Y., tn 
effort adequately to finance a 
growing list of necessary municipal 
improvements without substantially 
increasing the tax rate, has ap- 
pointed a capital budget commission 
to decide the sequence of expendi- 
tures during the next ten years, plac- 
ing the less pressing requirements in 
the latter part of the period. Hap- 
hazard financing will be avoided and 
each issue of bonds to be floated will 
be fitted into the program in direct 
relationship to other issues. 

Debt payments under this plan will 
actually become less each year of the 
ten-year period after 1931. Harold I. 
Baumes, writing in the current issue 
of The National Municipal Review. 
published by the National Municipal 
League, reports that the city’s pre- 
liminary program of public improve- 
ments, totaling $9,174,000, has been 
reduced to $5,171,000. Under the new 
program, the tax on a $10,000 prop- 
erty will be $1.40 lower in 1930 and 
$15.30 lower in 1938 than would have 
been the case had the $9,174,000 list 
of improvements been adopted in its 
entirety. 

‘‘More than 27 per cent of the 1929 
city tax levy will be used to retire 
debt and pay interest,’’ says Mr. 
Baumes. ‘“‘The 1919 budget contem- 
plated a principal payment of $331, 
000, plus interest charges of about 
$198,000, or a total debt charge of 
$529,000. The city tax levy for 1929 
raised a total of about $1,253,000 for 
this purpose, an increase of 136 per 
cent during the last ten years. 

‘In addition to the ten-year budget 
submitted, the commission has rec- 
ommended the passage of a local law 
providing for the permanent organi- 
zation of a capital budget commis- 
sion for the continued encourage- 
ment of sound municipal finance.”

Total 
expenditures aggregated £225,321,000 
for the quarter, as compared with

é quarter last year and £217,790,000 for 
the same quarter in the previous 
year. 

The revenue deficit for the first 
quarter of 1929-30, at £74,184,000, 
represented a decrease of about 
£5,500,000 in comparison with that at

The government crop estimate of - 
more than 15,500,000 bales had a de- 
pressing influence on foreign prices, 
and quotations on all three cotton 
exchanges declined again yesterday. 
In addition to the scattered moisture 
in West Texas and predictions of 
showers throughout that State today, 
the action of securities following the 
higher discount rate increased the 
selling pressure here and in New Or- 
leans. The market felt the weight 
of cotton in a loss of 30 points, which 
made a break of nearly a cent in two 
days. It was not until October ap- 
proached the 18 cent level that the 
volume of trade buying offset the 
selling and a partial recovery the last 
half hour left final quotations 18 to 
28 points lower than Thursday. 

As many private sources of infor- 
mation have reflected good progress 
of the crop over the Mississippi Val- 
and eastern sections since the 
official reports were received from 
the government field agents on Aug. 
1, commission houses executed 
quantity of out-of-town selling orders 
at the opening of the market. For a 
time, the volume of scale buying by 
the trade on a basis of 18'2 cents for 
December and January absorbed con- 
tracts, but pressure on the market 
increased as the session progressed 
and all demand was supplied at re- 
ceding prices. The feature of trading 
throughout the greater part of the 
day was the amount of cotton want- 
ed by trade interests at each point- 
decline in all the active months, and 
a large quantity of orders which had 
accumulated in the past few weeks 
for execution at set limits was put 
through in the course of the day. 

More rain fell in Atlantic sections 
than for several days, extending 
throughout the Carolinas, Tennessee, 
Georgia and into Arkansas. Fewer 
stations reported temperatures of 100 
degrees or more in the Western belt 
than heretofore this week, although 
twenty-seven stations in Oklahoma 
ranged from 100 to 104 degrees.

The Board of Transportation faces

Salmon, president of the General

tomers, complete the job in less than 
twenty-eight months. 

On Thursday the Union Switch and 
Signal Company informed the board 


+ that it could not do the work in less 


than thirty months. 


Both companies submitted bids 
more than $2,000,000 higher than 
that of Charles H. Meads & Co., 


which offered to finish the work in 
eighteen months. 

In response to questions from Com- 
missioner John H. Delaney, chair- 
man of the board, Mr. Salmon yes- 
terday declared that his company 
would not sell equipment to the 
Meads concern, a general contract- 
ing firm. The same statement was 
made by the Union Switch and Signal 
Company's manager on Thursday. 


Deny Favoring Other Subways. 


The signal and interlocking devices 


used in rapid transit systems are 
largely controlled by the two con- 
cerns which submitted the higher 
bids. The Meads concern, at a hear- 
ing on Wednesday, admitted that it! 
had made no contracts for the pur- 
chase of equipment and had never 
installed signal and safety devices 
for an entire transit line. 

The Union Switch and the General 
Railway concerns have been doing 
work of that kind for many years 
and have numbered both the I. R. T. 
and B. M. T. among their customers. 

Both concerns assured Chairman 
Delaney that they were not trying to 
favor the local 
by making the city wait overlong for 
installation of the signal systems. 

Chairman Delaney told Mr. Salmon 
yesterday that the Board of Trans- 
portation was in duty bound to 
award the contract to the Meads 
concern if it could qualify as to fit- 
ness and ability to do the work. The 


concern, he said, enjoyed a good rep- | 


utation and its experience with the 
city has been favorable. 

Mr. Salmon insisted, in reply to 
questions by Chairman Delaney, that 
it would not be fair to the General 
Railway Signal Company's other 
customers to shorten the time limit 
of twenty-eight months. 


“Expected More Cooperation.” 


“It must be perfectly obvious,’”’ he 
said, ‘‘that if we were to show 
marked preference to this particular 
order we would complete it in a 
great deal less than twenty-eight 
months, but we could not give that 
marked preference without hurting 
our position with other customers.”’ 

“Your answers thoroughly satisfy 
us that this work can be done within 
eighteen months,’’ was Mr. Delaney’s 
rejoinder. ‘‘The city has a great 
deal at stake—an investment of over 
$200,000,000 with $700,000,000 more 
coming along. There is a market 
ahead in equipment for the next few 
years and we expected a little more 


cooperation and helpfulness. Why 
should you make us one cell in a 
hundred ?”’ 

“With the best will in the world 
toward the city of New York, we 
cannot do better than twenty-eight

Their opinions were of- 
fered as an attack on the allegation 
that Dr. Snook deliberately severed 
the jugular vein of the girl to put her 
out of misery.

Snook Repudiates Confession. 


Dr. Snook, in his
